London', Feb. 25. — The troopship Vic- 
toria, from DevonpDrt, passed Gnivos- 
end at 12:30 p.m. Slie could have landed 
Dr, Jameson at Graveaend or Tilbury on 
the other side of the river, bnt he was 
landed at Firth on the Thames in a 
tuK, only arriving at Bow Street police 
court at () :25. An lu; nenred the court 
the vaat crowd which hud assembled at 
early hour unoovered and gave 
him rotind after round of lusty cheers. 
The Dukeof.Abercom, chairman of the 
British South Africa Company, and 
other prominent persona was jireKent 
when Dr. JameHOii was bront;ht into 
coLirt. The Doctor and fourteen of bis 
fellow-prisoners were charged with 
warring apainst a frieildly state." Af- 
ter some discuesion the case was ad- 
journed for two weeks, the accused be- 
ing admitted to 'bail in ,£2,000 each. 

In regard to the case, some lawyers 
claim that the Doctor can bo cliarged 
with being a ])irate, the iictu which bo 
and his followers comrnittetl being simi- 
lar to actS'Coimnitled by j)irates at sea. 
It baa also been asserted that Dr. Jame- 
son should bo chai-ged with higli 
treason, on the ground that he 
was caught bearing arms with- 
in tiie authority of the government, 
in the territory of a foreign power. This 
view of tlie case, however, is coinbatted 
on the ground that the South African 
RcpubiS; is not a foreign powei , its for- 
eign relations being subject to approval 
by the British Crown. It is recalled 
that at the time of tlie lirst Fenian raid 
into Canada an act was passed imposing 
tlie penalty of death on citizens of any 
foreign. state at i)cace with Great ]5rit- 
ain whp' should be found in arms against 
Her Mijijesty in Canada. There are peo- 
ple who assert that Ibis act could be 
brought to bear upon Dr. Jameson. 

Seviewing ttiis case a Conservative 
newspaper recently pointed out that the 
United States government asked for 
special forbearance and clemency, paid 
counsel to defend such prisoners as were 
American citizens by birth or naturali- 
zation and ultimately procured remis- 
niissioii in every caseof capital sentence. 

The newspaper referred to continued, 
filiowinijt thatalthotigh prosecutions were 
commenced in the United States against 
some of the Fenianrf for a breach of the 
neutiality law they were all discontinu- 
ed, and says it is as well the world should 
\to reminded that justice can be done the 
South African ie])ublic without any 
measure of .nliject apology, without need 
of severe retaliation by the republic or 
any e.Ki.'essivo punishment by our courts 
of those who took part in the disastrous 
advance by Dr. Jameson.

Capture of a Steamer Outside New York 
With Men, Arras and Treasure- 
Cuban Retaliation. 

Nuw YoKK, Feb. 25.— The World pub- 
lishes the following : The iron steamer 
Bermuda, flying the British flag, was 

boarded and seized by revenue officers 
oir Liberty island lato last night. The 
Bermuda has been under the watch of 
Spanish spies some time. They had rea- 
son to believe she had been bought by 
Cuban revolutionists, and was fitting 
out as a filibuster. She had anchored 
off Liberty island since last Saturday, 
and yesterday there was evidence that 
she w!is preparing for sea. At 11 p.m., 
just after a large party of Cubans had 
gone aboard, the revenue cutter Hudson 
stoained alongside, and the boarding 
party arrested all on the Bermuda. 

At mitlnight the revenue cutter 
Chandler started down the bay to catch 
a lighter loaded with ammunition and 
to look for anQtber party of Cubans who 
had started to board the Bermuda. The 
Bermuda, an English-l)ui it steamer, wtis 
recently purchased by a fii'iu suspected 
of being in league with the revolution- 
ary party. Last Saturday she was taken 
to the coal docks at Port Liberty and 
there coaled up. Then she went to the 
Liberty island anchorage. When the 
tug ran alongside the marshals and 
Pinkerton men swarmed aboard. No 
resistance was offered by the frightened 
crew and the Cubans who had jusl (3ome 
aboard. Every man ■ was seized'. 
Among the captives were Gen. Garcia'a 
son and several other prominent Cub- 
ans. Four bags of gold were seized by 
the marshals, and a quantity of ammu- 
nition. 

Ki;y West, Fla., Feb. 28.— Havana 
advices aver that the Cubnns will re- 
taliate on the Spaniards for their slaugh- 
ter of suspects by using dynamite. A 
manifesto signed by the Cubansrevohi- 
tionary party has been found scattered 
through Havana, setting forth that from 
live to ten of the suspects confined in 
the Oabellas were l)eing shot nightly, 
and that the Cubans would retaliate by 
destroying Spanish residences and places 
of business by dynamite. An American 
planter from Santa Clara says sixty Cu- 
bans who surrendered last week, expect- 
ing ainneety, were shot. The threat of 
the insurgents to use dynamite has 
caused great alarm in Havana. 



ITALY IN AFRICA. 

Reserves Called Out to Help the Soldiers in 
Abyssinia Out of Their 
Serious Straits. 

Rome, Feb. 25.— The newspapers an- 
nounce that General Pelloux will re- 
place General Baratieri as commander- 
in-ctoief of the Italian forces in Africa. 
A decree calling out the reserves of 1872 
(rooi'uita born in that year) has been 
signed by King Humbert. It is believed 
that the reason of the cidling out of the 
reserves is the critical situation of the 
Itaflaam forces in Abyssinia and the ne- 
cessity for sending' additional troops 
there. (Recent dispatches from the seat of 
war indicate widespread disorganizatiop 
in the •forces of General Baratieri, the 
Italian commander at Massowah. It 
was also stated that the Emperor Mene- 
lek's army luul been streqgthened by 
the accession of reinforcements to the 
number of about 20,000 men, making his 
ell'ective force in the field fully 200,000. 
In addition he is reported as having a 
large number of irregular half-trained 
spearmen. It is learned from private 
letters received here that the recent so- 
called Tetreat of Mem-lek was merely a 
ruse de guerre with the object of cutting 
the Italian forces off from their base of 
supplies. It 's now very generally felt 
that Italy's colonial attempt in Africa 
has been" a mistake and one that may 
yet 'be 'Costly in the extre:!>e,

MONTREAL MATTERS. 

ProTinci.-iI Governmeait Troubles— Purchase 
of Assets of La Banque du Peuplc. 

MoNTiiKAL, Fob. 25.— (Special)— The 
crisis still oontinucs in local government 
circles. In fact Hon. J. A. Chapleau, 
the Lieutenant-Governor, was called 
upon, while spending Sunday and yes- 
terday here with Hon. Mr. Nantel, by 
the riiilwav contractors and others in- 
terested in the question at issue between 
Minister of Public Works and his col- 
leagues.

The steamer Miowera, which arrived 
from the South Seas late last nighti; . 
brings full reports of the delib'erattons'' 

of the intercolonial cable conference 
which completed its labors on the 18th 
of January, "having," to quote the 
Sydney Morning Ilerakl, " served well 
the purpose it was expected to further." 
Briefly summarized the conference de- 
cided that the route of the, projected 
cable shall be from Vancouver to Fan- 
ning island, thence by way of Fiji to 
Norfolk island, where it will bifurcate, 
one branch . running direct to Brisbane, 
and the other to some point in the 
northern portion of the North island of 
New Zealand. -This scheme has the ad- 
vantage that it will save something like 
1,000 miles of cable, will givoeach of the 
colonies a direct connection, and being 
taken to Brisbane on one side instead of 
to Bundaberg as was formerly proposed 
will make a saving of distance to the 
other Australian colonies. Another 
point of considerable importance which 
was decided was that there should be 
onlv two Australasian commissioners, 
and the gentlemen nominated were Sir 
Saul Samuel, agent-general lor New 
South Wales, and Mr.' Duncan Gillies, 
who holds a similar position in London 
in respect to Victoria. The terms of the 
contributions to the cost of the cable 
have been decided as an equal propor- 
tion to each colony, and not on apopula- 
tion basis, as was at one time much fav- 
ored, especially by the smaller colonies. 
Commenting editorially on the outcome 
of the conference, the Herald says: 

"Although the Eastern Extension Tel- 
egraph Company has done good work in 
the past and served the interests of the 
colonies well, all are now so agreed 
as to the desirableness of a sec- 
ond cable that in the main the 
result of the conference was a fore- 
gone conclusion. There are points 
of detail as to the route to be 
followed and the claims of existing in- 
terests to be observed, which might have 
produced more friction, but the amicable 
acceptance of the resolutions by the Con- 
ference shows that they are not insuper- 
able. The bifurcation of the route at Nor- 
folk island to touch Queensland and New 
Zealand meets one point in dispute, and 
Dr. Cockburn's resolution seems to offer 
a ready modus vivendi as to the other. 

" South Australia will find in the new 
service a strong competitor with her 
own transcontinental line, established 
by that colony at a time when such on 
enterprise was a notable public service 
to the whole of Australia. Without 
wishing to discount the value of that 
service no one would claim that it should 
shut the way for all time against any 
of the other colonies enlarging their 
telegraphic operations. Had South Aus- 
tralia not done the work Queensland, 
no doubt, would have taken up the 
duty. By its piomptness the flrst- 
named colony has reaped the advantage 
of being for years the Australian centre 
of telegraph information, and no doubt 
local interest was its primary con- 
sideration. 

"It is natural enough that the colony 
should not fall into the new scheme 
with enthusiasm, but its representative 
apparentlv perceives tnat South Australia 
slunds to lose more than she will gain 
bv being recalcitrant. The ofTer of com- 
pensation is a fairono. The revenue from 
tlie transcontinental line, the re- 
lirt'Hcntative of South Australia 
asks, shall be maintained at 
the average level of the jjast five 
years as against the now competition. 
It remains to be seen, of couise, if Eng- 
land will be ready to help in meeting 
this guarantee. If not, the resjionsi- 
ililitv, if accepted, must fall upon these 
coloi'iies jointly. So far as the resolu- 
tions of the conference go they bind the 
respective colonial governments, Eng- 
land and Canada to nothing; they simply 
lav down the lines on which the nostal 
repiesentatives of the diflierent colonies 
bave been able to agree." • 

THE TRAKSVAAL HAIDERS. 

Movements of Dr. Jameson and His Officers 
Matters of Mystery. 

PLY.HOOTU, Feb. 24.— Crowds of people 
gathered this .morning at Plymouth 
Hoe, expecting to witness the landing of 
Dr. Jameson and his oflicers from the 
troopship Victoria, which arrived here 
at midnight.

Two letters and a petition containing 
409 names have boon rocoived by the 
council praying that the Sunday obser- 
vance by-law be aaiendod so tliat tlio.se 
who wish to keep their stores open on 
Sunday may do so. 

The creditors and sub-contractors of 
the reservoir are still agitating to have 
their claims paid by the city council. 
A Westminster contractor built the res- 
ervoir at too low a figure, and many 
creditors suffered. These creditors claim 
that the city should liave safeguarded 
them, and now want a committee com- 
posed of the members of the Board of 
Trade, the Labor Council and the City 
Council to say whether or not they 
should be paid by the city. These cred- 
itors are backed up in their appeal by a 
petition over 20 feet long.

A ten-acre site in Stanley park, over- 
looking English bay, has been recom- 
mended by Col. Tracy, city engineer, for 
a recreation ground" for ttie citizens. 
Col. Tracey's recommendation will prol)- 
ably be accepted. It will cost $5,000 to 
clear the ground. It is anticipated that 
a race track will be built on or close to 
the grounds by the tram company. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Fob. 25. — His Lordship 
the Bishop of New Westminster com- 
menced his series of Lenten addresses to- 
night. They will be continued every 
Tuesday night during Lent. 

The city council did not meet last 
evening owing to the unsettled state of 
municii)al affairs. 

The case of .las. C. Gray arising out of 
a charge of alleged misapproiiriatimi of 
partnership money, has been dismissed 
as not being properly a case for criminal 
action. 

The lute Mr. John Shouldice. whose 
funeral obsecpiies took place yesterday, 
was SI years of age and a native of Owoii 
Sound. The funeral took place from the 
residence of his sun-in-law, Mr. A. .Mc- 
Neill. 

The case against Reeve Armstrong and 
Councillor 0. U. Moegrish, of .Surrey, 
for the alleged assault on John Arm- 
Btrong was withdrawn after evidence 
had been taken by Capt. Pittendrigh. 
John Armstrong, who is an old pension- 
er, persisted in disturbing the council 
meeting and the Reeve and Councillor 
referred to gently but firmly removed 
him. The case caused great interest in 
the municipality.

Scenes in Connection With the Rush to Oc- 
cupy the ColviUe Reservation. 

(From the Spokane Chroniele.) 

Deputy United States Marshal Sam 
Vinson has returned from Marcus, 
where he went to be present in case any 
trouble or disturbances might arise in- 
cident to tho rush for the new gold fields 
in tbe Col ville reservation. He witness- 
ed the wild staiiijiede from Marcus when 
the word was iiiven that the President 
had signed the bill, and says: " It was 
the most exciting event I believe that 1 
have ever witnessed. The town was 
overrun with prospectors and all kinda 
of people, all feverishly awaiting the in- 
telligence that was to be the signal for 
the great race for wealth in the rich 
mineral eountrv across the river. 
Everybody fully exiiocted many 
conflicts of a serious nature would be 
the result of the wild scramble and 
their expectations may be realized. 

" Jly imnression is that the very fact 
that everybody is looking for trouble 
will be the means of ii'eventing it. One 
of the most exciting incidents of the 
rush from Marcus wiui tlie race tor what 
is known as tho Le Flour mine, on 
Fourth of .Inly creek, about fifty miles 
from Marcus. This property is known 
to be very valuable, and two ayndicatea 
have had it in view with the intention 
of locating it as soon as the reservation 
was opened. Government Surveyor 
Reynolds is at the head of line of these 
syndicates and Collector of Customs 
Hugh McCool the other. Each syndi- 
cate knew that the otlier intended to 
make for this projierty and each made 
extraordiiiarv ell'orts to get a man there 
lirst. 

" Hugh McCoiil proi)OKeil to make the 
race himself, while tiie Reynolds syndi- 
cate make Mark Gilliam, a brotlu^r of 
Lane Gilliam, an oiler of $500 if he 
would make the race and get there first. 
lOacli party was watching the other 
closely. The word reached Marcus about 
2:80 Wednesday afternoon when the 
race for prospective millions began. 
McCool and Gilliam were both mounted 
on two of the best horses to be Iiad. 
They struck the trail across the river to 
about an even start. Then followed per- 
haps the most Bdesperate struggle for 
wealth that has ever been witnessed. 

" The route taken was up the Kettle 
river.

A By-Law 

Autliorizing the Corporation of the City 
of Victoria to Borrow the sum of 
$120,000 in anticipation of the re- 
ceipt of its revenue for the year 1896. 

Whereas by ■virtue of tho " Municipal A ct, 
1892," and amending Acts, every MunicIpaUty 
may, under the conditions contained therein, 
borrow from any person such sum of money, 
uot exceeding an amount equal to the total 
amount of taxes upon land or real property, as

In a letter to Chauncy M. Depew, 
chairman of the liig meeting held in this 
city, in protest against the removal of 
Ballington Booth, Bramwell Booth, 
writing from London, points out that 
the change is in entire harmony with 
the system and practice of the army 
since its inauguration.

MANITOBA'S "PROTEST." 

The resolution moved in the Manitoba 
LcRlslativo Assembly yesterday by At- 
torney-General Sifton was, in our opin- 
ion, merely another move in the Grit 
political game which Laurier, Greeiuvay 
& Co. have been for some time playing. 
What can be more hypocritical than the 
expression of regret contained' in the 
opening sentence of the resolution: 

" It is to be sincerely regretted that the 
repeated and earnest invitations for an 
inquiry liavo been absolutely ignored 
by the advi-sers of His Excellency, wlio 
nroposc without complete information 
themselves to aslc coercive legislation 
from a parliament the great majority of 
whose members are necessarily without 
a full knowledge of the facts relative to 
the past and present school systems of 
Manitoba." 

Is it to be supposed that the courts of 
Canada avid the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council arrived at intelligent 
and equitable conclusions on the ques- 
tion without a full knowledge of the 
facts relative to the past and 
jiresent systems of education in 
Manitoba. The evidence heard at the

ONTARIO'S FINANCES. 

We are told by the Times about On- 
tario's wonderful s'urplua— on paper, 
" and when Provincial Treasurer Har- 
court made bis budget speech the other 
day, he made the almost unprecedented 
announcement that the expenditure for 
the past liscal year had been less and 
the revenue more than had been esti- 
mated.'' 

A good deal depends upon the way in 
which a story is told. It may be that 
in this matter of finance as in some 
others "distance lends enchantment to 
the view," for to some of those who live 
in the capital of Ontarip the financial 
Dosition of Ontario does not appear any- 
thing like so brilliant as when it is veiw- 
ed from so distant a point as Victoria, B. 
C. The Daily Mail and Empire of Tor- 
onto, in an article on Ontario's finances, 
says : 

According to the Ontario public ac- 
counts there was a balance of $268,578 
lying to our credit at the end of 1894. 
During 1896 we expended $3,768,596. 
This amount so far exceeded the current 
receipts as to reduce the credit balance 
to $87,580. In other words, there is a 
deficit on the year's operiUions of $171,- 
000. To bring the ligurcs up to this 
ap))areiitly reasonable basis it has been 
necea.sary to sell annuities, which means 
to lioriow or to add to the debt, the sum 
realized by this i)rocess being !fl71,C'20. 
The amount by which we have gone 
l)ehind is therefore iflMy.OOO in round 
figures. Approximately the outgo was 
ten per cent, more than tho income. 
It is very clear that the Government saw 
some years ago that the revenue would 
soon be insufficient to meet the expendi- 
ture upon the scale on which it was be- 
ing conducted. To avoid difHculties it 
appropriated revenues that were largely 
liiunicipal, notably the license revenue. 
Last year it in this way added to its re- 
sources by $290,000. " A further expe- 
dient was'that of laying taxes upon the 
estates of deceased persons. It now 
takes, except where the estate is small, 
a proportion of tho property wliicli -the 
piople who are economical accumulate 
during their lifetime. The amount it 
secured last year was $298,000. There 
W IS very good reason for tlie precaution- 
ary measures upon which the Govern- 
ment embarked, for there lias been a 
constant increase in the expenditures, 
and, truth to tell, we do not see the end 
of them yet. 

Nothing can be more unreasonal>le or 
more unfair than, as the Times flip- 
pantly docs, to compare the financial 
position and methods of a young prov- 
ince like British Columbia, in which the 
Government is required to do nearly 
every thing, with those o£ an old province 
like Ontario, in which there is compara- 
tively little for the Government to do 
and in which municipalities relieve tho 
Government of a very large share of the 
expenditure on roads, bridges, scliools 
and imjHOvements generally. The 
Times would have its readers 
believe that Ontario is eco- 
nomical because its Government is

When tlie Canadiim-Auslriiliaii liner 
jMiowora rciiches V'uucouver, witnesses 
from ninoiig lier officers and crew will 
be examined by commission in regard 
to the claim of the Miowera tor iflSO 000 
in consequence of lier atleiiij)t to tow 
the disabled steamsiiij) Stnithnevis to 
port in December last. On the ISth of 
that month tiie Miowera sighted the 
Strathuevis, which had been thiftins 
helplessly with a broken shaft for 59 
days, and next day look her in tow. In 
opite of tlie frightful storm tlien railing, 
the Miowera Huoceeded in towing the 
Stratlmevis until llie '.';3r(l, when, the 
hawsers parting, the vessels becamu sep- 
arated during the night, the Mio- 
wera .vas unable after lifteen hours' 
eearch to find tlie StriUliiie\'is .md liiid 
to abandon the attem))t. The Mineola 
afterward picl<etl ui> tlie Strathiievis and 
took her to Port Townseiul. The Mio- 
wera and Mineola caeh cluiiii ^150, 000 
salvage. Tlie testimony in the Mineola 
case has al read}' been taken, but it has 
been impossible, pending the return of 
the Miowera from Australia, to take the 
evidence in support of the claim of the 
Canndian-Australian liner. To expe- 
dite nialtera it lias been arranged, as the 
IMiowera will only remain a lew davH at 
Vancouver, to hold the oxaininatiun 
there, and LTiiited Statos Coininissioiier 
A. C. Bowman will therefore have the 
evidence taken before liini at the Ter- 
minal City. Mr. Asliton, of Tacoiiia, 
counsel for tlie Northern I'uciflc, will be 
present on behalf of the Strathiievis. 
OlM'ouTU.Nrrri:s kou hteamhoat o\vnich.s. 

A Surrey fanner writing to tlie Col- 
onist says the people there are pleased 
to hear that a firm of steamboat owners 
in Victoria are contemplating [nitting a 
regular weekly steamer on the route 
from Victoria to the .Serpentine iuid 
Nicomekel rivers. This valley contains 
15,000 acres of prairie bottom land, and 
is the only valley between W'eatminater 
and Porthuul that did not overJluiv dur- 
ing the high water of the suninier of 
18i)4. No crops have ever been lost there 
by water. It is, too, the most populous 
farming municipality in the province, 
and the farmers of the southern half of 
Langley would ship their crops that way 
if a boat were put on. Messrs. Spratt 
Macauliy we e intending to develop the 
trade above referred to some mouths 
ago, but their attention lias sineo l)eeii 
diverted to tugboat matters. They liad 
intended iihieiiiga large freighter on the 
route. It is not yet known -whetlior any 
otlier steamboat men have the trade in 
view, but if the business is a iiroHtalile 
one it will not be lonu till one or mure 
of the now idle craft entersthe lield. As 
yet no steamer has replaced the Mary 
Hare, which was burned, in the Island 
trade, and this, too, is regarded as a 
good opening. 

FALSE ECO.VOMV Al.MIGED. 

The British ship Cad/.ow Forest has 
been given up as lost, and it is said that 
false economy is accountable for her dis- 
apjiearance. It is said to Jiave been the 
custom with some captains coming into 
]iort in ballast to endeavor to save steve- 
<iores' charges by setting the crew to 
work throwing ballast overboard. If 
the wind holds favorable and a pilot is 
picked up in good season no harm re- 
sults, but if, as in the case of the Cadzow 
Forest, the ship is forced to stand out to 
sea after being brought almost to the 
bar and a storm brews, disaster of some 
sort is almost certain to result. 

IMI'llOVK.MKNT OK THE YUKON. 

The United Scales senate eorariierue 
committee has reported a bill providing 
that liie sum of !f5,000 be appropriated 
to enable the United States coast and 
geodetic survey by proper reconnaisanee 
and survey to ascertain whether there is 
not a southern channel entrance to the 
Yukon river, Alaska, for sailing vessel.^, 
which would obviate the necessity for 
going as far north as Norton Soiiixl, at 
which iioiiil freight and passengers are 
now trausforriMl to the Yukon river 
steamer, and for the purpose of making 
u llii)roui;h survey of the nioutli or 
mouths, if more than one, of said rivers.

Discharge of part of her 
cargo is "immediately recommended, or 
the vessel may be wrecked.

raOVINCIAli LEGLSLATUltE. 
Second Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

EIGHIEENTtt DAY. 

Tuesday, Feb. 35, 1806. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2 p. m 
Hon. Mb. Edebts presented the 

twenty second annual report of the 
liegistrar of Births, Deaths and 
.Marriages; the annual rejiort of the 
Superintendent of rolice; and the re 
ports of the provincial auditors on the 
accounts of W. H. Falding and J. C. 

I'l ".'VOSt. 

Mu. lluMK moved fora return showing : 
(1) How many crown grants have been 
granted in Kootenay under the mineral 
act up to olat December, lSi)5. (2) How 
many crown granted claims have 
paid taxes thereon, the amount so paid, 
and name of owners and amount when 
taxes are not paid. Agreed to. 

LOG SC'AI.LNG. 

Mu. SwouD moved: "That in the 
opinion of this house the government 
should insist on all logs on which royalty 
is leviable being scaled by ollicial 
scalers." Ho said this would be carry 
ing out the spirit of the legislation of 
last session, which it seemed to him had 
not been carried out in all parts of the 
province. 

Ho.s. Mb. Tur.nkr said there was no 
objection to tlie motion as instructions 
to that efl'ect had been given to all 
sealers. One object of the act of last 
session was to give protection to the 
loggers who claimed that in the past 
they had been habitually cheated. Un- 
fortunately it was not so generally taken 
advantage of as exp.ecteil and the fees for 
scaling had been small in conseiiueace. 

Mit. KiTCJinN said one reason why 
the ollicial scalers are not called in is 
that the loggers have been told by the 
milhiien tliat if they called in the offi- 
cial scalers they might take their logs 
somewhere else. 

Mb. Kennedy, though a lumberman 
himself, said that unfortunately all lum- 
bermen are not honest, and he feared 
that under the present system a good 
many more logs are taken oil" govern- 
ment land than pay the royalty. 

IMotion agreed to, after further discus- 
sion. 

Mii. Sk.mmn- moved for copies of any 
curresp jiidence or reports in the lands 
ami works department on the state of 

the road between Hojio and Pojieum, 
during ISilf). He said there is a good 
deal of uiicasi ness as to the cost of the 
road and the state it is constantly in, 
but until he saw the correspondence he 
would not be in a position to discuss 
the matter. Motion agreed to. 

KBASEB UIVEK FLOODS. 

Mr. Sword moved: "That a re- 
spectful address be presented to His 
Honor the Lieutenanl-tiovernor, jjray- 
ing him to send down to this house 
co]iies of any corresjioiideiice with tbe 
Dominion g(jvernnient relating to the 
pro|Mised joint action of his governnieiit 
with that of the Dominion, as regarded 
a survey of tin! I'raser river, as [irelini- 
inary to a pnHHihle system ni ])rotectioii." 
He reviewed the ciicunistances leading 
up to tli(! projiosition of joint action — 
arising out of the Hood of LSIM, and 
the promises made by the Provincial 
Secretary on his visit to the district. He 
admitted that there may be some difler- 
ence of opinion as to the necessity for a 
coiniirehensive survey and its possible 
results. Below the Sumas river there 
are great i) uantities of good land subject 
toovi'i llow even in ordinary years. Some 
preliminai-y allenipts have been made 
to |]ii)tect these overflowed jirairies by a 
system of dyke", and the govern i ent 
has been authorized to guarantee two- 
thirds of the i nterest on the delientures 
issued for work of this kind. The result 
of this authority to guarantee has iioi, 
however, been so satisfactory as might 
have been desired, for lenders show a 
disposition to ask for the government 
guarantee in every ease as prima facie 
evidence that the particular scheme put 
before them is worthy of assistance, 
while as only the interest is guaranteed 
the value of the bonds is not very great- 
ly increased thereby. All these schemes, 
however, are of no a\ail in the case' of 
such floods as that of IHOl, and the Pro- 
vincial Sev:retary then promised tliat 
steps would be taken to secure more ex- 
tensive protection and that an ef- 
fort would be made to secure the co- 
ojieration of the Dominion government. 
When Sir Mackenzie Bowoll was out 
here last year the settlers on the Fraser 
heard with surprise thathis government 
had refrained from expending any 
money at the request of the provincial 
authorities. He read from the World of 
the 28rd August last an explanation of 
the action of the provincial government, 
intended he said' as a defence of their 
course in persuading the Com ini<;n gov- 
ernment not to take any steps to secure 
a survey, but he held that the explana- 
tion was altogether unsatisfactory. Ho 
aigned that the dyking works already 
undertaken are ((uite distinct {rem any 
general si heme, and must in anjr event 
l^e separately uudertaken, while the 



position of the lands thus protected — 
running hack into the high lands— is 
such that the dykes for their protection 
cannot materiaily raise the level of the 
river in other places, and therefore do 
not interfere witli general dyking opera- 
tioi s. The position of the government 
IS outlined in the artiide he iiad read 
iriictically was that the scheme of 
.tuaranteeing interest is to take the 
place of all the line jiromises made at 
election time of a comprehensive survey 
and general protection works to follow. 
As he said before, the necessity for the 
survey is open to question, except per- 
haps in certain places where the current 
is very rajdd, and i)laces where it might 
be shown to be advisable to shut out 
certain sloughs and find deeper channels 
to which the water might be diverted. 

Hon. Cel.. Bakeb in reply first dealt 
with the proposition for a comprehen- 
sive survey, which he noticed Mr. Sword 
admitted was not advisable, it being 
foimd that the area of the lauds to be 
dyked was not snfHcient to warrant any 
such comproliensivc scheme. Their to- 
tal area he placed at 00,000 acres. Be- 
ing, however, anxious to assist the Fra- 
ser river settlers as much as possible, 
t.ie provincial government had done 
what they could by assisting in the 
smaller dyking schemes, and negotia- 
tions are now in iirogress with the "Do- 
minion government to have them assist 
in preventing overflows* by dredging the 
river and by employing a tug to haul 
away the trees which otherwdse would 
lodge and help to accumulate obstacles. 
If the Dominion government can be per- 
suaded to guarantee the intercfst on the 
bonds for dyking tiie remainder of the 
lands, he thought a satisfactory settle- 
ment could be effected. He was glad 
that the correspondence has been moved 
for, aa he felt that it will show the posi- 
tion of tlio provincial government to bo 
the correct one. 

Mil. KiTLUKN argued to show the ad- 
vantage thai would have followed a sur- 
vey such as had been proposed, and 
wliicli would have shown to the farmers 
wdietlier or n.)t they can have any relief 
from the flooding conse(iuent on the hy- 
draulic mining operations that have 
caused the cha'uiel to silt up. iiu looked 
for no help from the Dominion govern- 
ment, for they have repeatedly held that 
they are not" responsible for the over- 
flowing of the river, but only for pre- 
serving the channel for navigation. As 
to the tugboat proposition, there is al- 
ready a snag boat, but it is tied up half 
the time and ainnot be got to work when 
ri'ipiired. 

Motion agreed to.

Hon. Col. Baki;h iireseiited a return 
to an order of the house containing the 
correspondence with respect to the pav- 
ment to the Nakusp & Slocan Railway 
Companv of interest on their deposit of 
ifllS.tlOO.'

JIu. Kitchen, his resolutions for the 
abolition of the office of the Agent-Gen- 
eral in London and of the Provincial 
J5oard of Health being called, asked that 
they stand over until the estimates are 
presented. 

Hl'mk moved for a return showing 
the iiuniberof provincial and forei<:n joint 
stock companies registered under the 
companies act, and amendment 
acts ; name of each company ; the ca])- 
ital stock of each ; the date of registra- 
tion and the registered office of each 
company. Agreed to.

The house wiuit into coniniittee on the 
public school hinds sale bill, Mr. f>tnd- 
darl in the (diair. Mr. Forater and 
Jlr. ICennedy spoke in favor of putting 
up surveyed lands for sale by auction, 
so that the buyers will know exnctly 
what they are t^ettinR and be led to )iay 
a fair price for tlieni, insteail of sellin;^ 
warrants for which only the miniinuin 
price will be paid while they may be a ti- 
lled to the very choicest lands. Mr. 
Graham thought the effect of the bill 
would be to place tho land in the hands 
of sjieculators. On the other hand Mr. 
Adams considered that speculatoi.s f;ot 
enouj^h of buying hind a lew years a^io, 
while there are many sidtlers who would 
jrladly buy inoro hind if tliey jjot the 
opportunity. He thout,ditthe bill is not 
onlv a good one now but, should have 
been introduced yeiirs a-zo. A very gen- 
eral discussion followed, lasting all after- 
noon. 

Hon-. Mr. TiMt.Niiit dealt with the ar- 
punient advanced that the province pro- 
poses " annihilaliiig its assets" by 
means of this bill, and he pointed out 
that the only way to convert the lands 
into assets is to sell them so that they 
in.ay become concributors to the revenue 
in the taxes they will pay. 

Mu. Cotton stated that when the 
bonds of tho Xakusp .Slocan railway 
were lieiiig put on the market a few 
year.'; ago the luis-old hinds were iiointed 
to as valuable KciMirity. 

Hon. Coi.. Bakior asked what would 
be considereil the more valnabli! asset — 
uusokl lands bringing in no revenue, or 
lands which having been sold are snbject 
to taxation and revenue-prodtudiigV 

Jilt. Cotton held that the lands fJionld 
be .sold from time to time as they became 
more valuable instead of being auctioned 
oil' now and turned into rovemu!. 

Mr. Macpherson and Mr. Williams 
spoke against the suggestion that alter- 
nate blocks should be reserved by tho 
government. 

Mr. Krnn moved an amendment to 
confine the application of the warrants 
proposed to be sold to lands west of the 
Fraser river, north of tho SSrd parallel, 
and not within ten miles of salt water. 

Hon. Mr. TtniNia:, ne:ir six o'clock, 
moved '■ that the noinniittee rise and re- 
jiort progress" — the fornial motion, 
though no progrcb^a whatever had been 
made. 

Mr. IIuntrr drew attonliun to this 
fact, and protested against obstructive 
tactics such as had been pursued all 
afternoon.

journed at 5 :5B p.m.

THE PEPAULTINa REGISTRARS. 

Reports 'of the Aiiditor.s Who Made the In- 
vestigation of Tlieir Accounts. 

The reports of the provincial auditors 
in reference to the accounts of the de- 
faulting registrars Prevost and Falding 
wore presented to the legislature yester- 
day, and show in detail how the already 
published totals of the defalcations were 
made up. Mr. AV. J. Goepul re- 
ported on I'revost'e accounts, on 
the I4th September, 1895. lie says: 

" Accompanying the rejjort will be 
found the balance sheet, which shows 
credits to tlio amount of .$26,340.05. De- 
ducting from this amount the sum of 
^■2,7-M:.50 at ])reseiit in the ]iroviiicial 
treasury, there appears to be a shortage 
of ^23,690.15. The debit side of the bal- 
ance sheet, which is more particularly 
leterredto in the report, wiU show to 
what purposes the funds which should 
be on hand to provide for the above 
credits have been diverted." 

The chief items on the credit side are: 
Held v. Copeland, $,'3,;:!G0.24 ; estate of 
Geo. Coxon, $l,(ilG.G9; receiver Rhodes' 
estate, $1, -160.35; WoUey v. Harris, %1 
378.85; Rogers v. Hirst, fl,O0O; Kllen 
Hirst, infant, $2,000; Clias. l)e Voullc 
Autridge, infant, $1,828.10; security for 
costs account, .$2,000; Tiaset estate, 
mortgage, $1,000. The report proceeds: 

" As regards the liabilities, $2C,;-i-10.05, 
which Provost would have been able to 
pay but for the above shortage, there is 
very little to say. The moneys repre- 
senting estates have been paid into court 
under Supreme court orders, Ctcept in 
the case of the Rhodes estate, $1,460.35, 
respecting which I am unable to find 
any order, but this account has been 
carried on the court books for upwards 
of fifteen years." 

KEOIBTB.AR F.\LDING. 

Mr. J. McB. Smith reported on Sop- 
teinbet 9, 1805, on the accounts of W. 
H. Falding in connection with his oflice 
as registrar of the Supreme and County 
courts of New Westminster, He says : 

" So far us I coiiUl det^'rniine after an 
examination occupying a period of 
seven diiys, from the the 24th to tlie Clat 
"[ AiigU?t, I iiifty express the oni.nioti 
generally that up to.October, 1893, there 
appeared to be a .desire to keep tlie 
accounts in such a manner as would 
admit of an easy audit, but since that 
(late carelessness on his part is quite ap 
parent. No entry has been made in the 
ledger account with the bank since 
October 19th, 1803. I had, therefore, to 
write up the account and compare it 
with the entries in the bank pass books 
so that tlie same balartces. could bt 
struck in the olliee ledger as are shown 
by the bank. This was done. 

" I found considerable difficulty in 
tracing some payments in, as against 
the payments out. There was a lack of 
system in not making the proper entry 
in the cash book of all payments in or 
oat. Although it appeared to be the 
general rule to pass cash transactions 
through the cash book, yet there were 
several instances of payments in, of 
court funds, which were not entered in 
the cash book, but directly deposited in 
bank, either to the " .Sujirome court 
account," " County court account," or 
to " W. II. Falding's private account." 
Of the last mentioned he ha<l two divi- 
sions in the Bunk of Montreal — one on 
current account and the other in the 
savings department, thus making four 
bank accounts. From the irregu- 
lar mode of Mr. Falding deposit- 
ing court funds to the credit of 
his private account, and paying out part 
of said funds on his private ctieque, 
imaking transfers of a portion of deposits 
from Ills private account to the govern- 
ment account, and drawing therefrom, 
not only cheques in payment of suitors' 
claims, but also for his own use,, it 
clearly indicates that in thus exercising 
his authority, it was either an uncon- 
scious error or a disregard of the ordin- 
ary rules in respect to the banking of 
trust fun. Is." The details of the trans- 
actions follow, and show the amounts
